N the study of nature we can- 
Hk not help observing that God has 

created the objects of the uni- 
verse in twos; the existence of one 
being necessary for the accomplish- 
ment of His purpose. But it seems 
hard for men, as well as women, to 
realize that no power short of their 
joint forces is capable of achieving 
the highest good. It is true that 
there are some men who can, with 
deliberation, chalk out a way to an 
end, and are enabled through hope 
of reward or love of truth to follow 
that course without woman’s aid— 
even through the dark places of 
discouragement—but these are ex- 
ceptions, and are almost unknown 
among young men.

devoid of the power of thought, but 
because their pulsating spirits have 
not learned by bitter experience “‘to 
count the cost’’—so they are liable, 
at any moment, to dash themselves 
in pieces on the rocky shoals which 
lie so near the surface of the shining 
sea of life. It is at this, the most 
perilous period in a young man’s 
life, when he is breaking away 
from the influence of his mother, 
when he sees no bounds to life, 
when he would dare attempt any- 
thing—dare to do wrong as readily 
as he would to do right—that he be- 
comes susceptible to the influence 
of a young woman. 

And what shall we say of the wis- 
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dom of a girl? What man among 
you has not been wonderstricken by 
it, even from the lips of an unles- 
soned maid, still in her ‘“‘teens.’’ 
Whence comes this wisdom, and 
how? Is it by much painstaking 
and laborious meditation? No, it is 
a power from on high. She can see 
an eternal truth ‘‘in the twinkling 
of an eye.’’ And unlike the youth, 
she does not rush blindly into error; 
nor is she one who is tossed by tor- 
rent-like inpulses and sentiments. 

To the feet of her, then, who is 
so quick and accurate at the dis- 
cernment of pure truth, and whose 
convictions of right are not scatter- 
tered by every wind, nor surrender- 
ed at the mere demand, does the 
All-wise Maker send the daring, 
thoughtless, impetuous youth for 
guidance, and if there be anything 
in a young man which deserves to 
be held up before you for admira- 
tion, it is his willingness to attempt 
anything the girl he loves would 
have him, regardless of the toil and 
sacrifice it may bring. He means 
it when he says that he would glad- 
ly spend his life in serving her, in- 
deed he would not for a moment 
hesitate to die for her sake. 

Modern civilization, however, in 
its pride, has a tendency to frown 
on this blind devoted obedience of 
a young man to the woman of his 
soul. Even a mother loses sight of 
the fact that at this period in her 
son’s life he will not render perfect 
obedience unto any other master 


under the heavens, nor will he hear 
any other. Oh! it is hard for her 
to realize that the time has come 
when another woman’s—a mere 
girl’s—wishes and desires influence 
her son more than do her own. 
But it is true. His sweetheart is 
the only one who can restrain the 
youth from wild recklessness, and 
direct his overflowing energies to 
deeds which do not degrade, but 
ennoble mankind. Without her 
wisely directed influence there is no 
danger too deadly for him to rush 
into, no folly so foolish that he may 
not drift into it. 

But someone will say that this 
idea of woman’s guidance is a beau- 
tiful one in theory, and did very 
well for the Middle Ages, but it is 
entirely too little for him to accept 
who stands on the crest of civiliza- 
tion. He is wrong, however, for 
woman is nationally a queen. Lit- 
tle difference it makes whether her 
birth place be the modest cottage 
resting quietly beneath the great 
oaks, or be the magnificent mansion, 
with its marble stairway and luxu- 
rious conservatory. Woman is, in- 
deed a queen; but her throne is not 
built of marble, it is constructed out 
of a far grander material, it con- 
sists of admiration for her loveli- 
ness, her’s is a scepter of power, 
but it is not backed by strength, but 
by love: her commands are forcible, 
but they are not given with a trum- 
pet. 

Even if young men did not need 
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woman’s guidance, they would not 
accomplish very much of good in 
life without her inspiration. For 
the impulse roused in their hearts 
by noble ambition is spasmotie and 
would never amount to much, un- 
less it were cherished by their loved 
ones. Life loses its brightness and 
sweetness without woman’s smile 
of encouragement and approval, for 
even the thoughtful young man 
who ponders life earnestly. 

The happiness which service to 
our fellow-men brings is not suf- 
ficient for us. Surely God did not 
intend for us to live for cold, joyless 
duty. He would have us live for 
love; live for the dear ones He 
has given us to serve. And, Oh! 
how easy it is to toil and sacrifice 
for those we love. 

We have considered together the 
natural relation between young men 
and young women. Now let us 
view it as it exists in the reality of 
today. How many young women 
have closed the lids of Poe with a 
sigh, while some such sentiment as 
this rose from their soul: ‘‘Oh, 
that there had been some one to 
have guided this magnificent genius; 
some one to have helped him do the 
noble work for which God had fitted 
him, and to have saved him from 
his wretched end!’’ Yet there are 
Poes, Byrons and Burnses all around 
them, and they do but little to save 
them, they who could do so much. 

It is not indifference, however, 
which renders them inactive where 
most of all they are needed, nor are 
they careless of the faults of the 
young men by their side. But, oh! 
no, this is not so! How bitter to 
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them must be the draught which is 
given them to drink! But their ery 
is hushed by the mighty voice of 
the ages, which declares the rules 
of custom to be the laws of nature, 
which tells them that the truths 
which spring from their souls are 
only whims. So they smile bravely 
and make the best of their lot. 

But lay not all of this up against 
the young man. He is naturally 
noble, true, and brave to the highest 
degree; but he is bound with chains, 
and who helps him break his fetters? 
Who, save his mother, sincerely 
caresif he is drawn into all manner 
of vice? And when the threads of 
her influence are broken, he drifts 
down the stream which has borne 
weak men for ages on its muddy 
bosom. Its banks are decked with 
maidens, who see and turnaway. I 
was wrong when I said that there 
was none but his mother who was 
very earnestly concerned about his 
welfare. There is one among the 
young women who does care—oh so 
much! She does not, however, ex- 
tend the hand which would save 
him. Why not? On, on, he is car- 
ried to his own ruin and the end of 
her happiness. 

How much brighter this world 
would be if women could realize 
that they are enthroned in the 
hearts of men—in the hearts of 
young men whose souls are on fire, 
and whose energies are boiling 
over, who must fight, and who 
would fight for right at woman’s 
command.

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Shaft Erected to the Memory of 
Prof. Chas, S. Roller, Sr, 


Staunton, Va., May 9 — (Special ) 
—The handsome marble sheft re- 
cently erected by the alumni of Au- 
gusta Military Academy at Fort 
Defiance to the memory of Profes- 
sor Charles S. Roller, founder of 
the academy, was unveiled to-day 
with appropriate exercises, at the 
cemetery near Fort Defiance. Pro- 
fessor Roller founded the Augusta 
Military Academy in 1872, and con- 
ducted it until his death, which oc- 
curred on August 26, 1907. Shortly 
afterwards a movement was begun 
for the erection of a monument by 
subscription of the alumni and a 
memorial committee was appointed 
for this purpose, consisting of Hon. 
W. H. Landes, John D. Crowle, Jr., 
G. Frank Garber, William 8, Burke, 
Joseph 8. Cochran and Charles Cur- 
ry, of this city; N. L. Shreckhise 


and Harry Hamilton, of Augusta 
County, and Hon, George A. Rever- 
comb and H. H. Byrd, of Covington. 
The monument was completed some 
months ago at a cost of $700. The 
dedication exercises to-day consisted 
of dress parade by the corps of 
cadets, music by the Stonewall 
Brigade Band of this city, and an 
address by Dr. J. Layton Mauze, of 
St. Louis, Mo., and concluding with 
three volleys by the cadet batallion 
and sounding of taps. 

Professor Roller was born in 1839 
at Fort Defiance, Va., of English 
and German ancestry, who came to 
this country in 1830. He was a 
student at the University of Vir- 
ginia at the breaking out of the 
Civil war, and left to bear arms for 
his native State as a member of 
Stuart’s Cavalry. He was captured 


the day before the surrender at Ap- 
pomattox, and remained a prisoner 
of war for a short while. After the 
war he engaged in the profession of 
teaching with success; was a mem- 
ber of the Virginia Legislature in 
1871-72, and about the latter year 
founded the school for young men 
at Fort Defiance, which has ever 
since been conducted by him up to 
the date of his death, and since 
that time by his sons, under the 
name of the Augusta Military Acad- 
emy. He was a ripe scholar, a wise 
and wholesome instructor of youth, 
and possessed the genius of teach- 
ing. He had the talent of bringing 
out the best in a young man, more 
than 2,000 of whom came under his 
personal instruction. He married 
Miss Margaret Bell Moorman, of 
Lynchburg, who has passed away 
since his death.
